Britain,

United States and Japau. 
Two Wert* Passed Over. 
In the propositi promulgated by 
Secretary 
Hughes at 
the opening 
session of the conference and ac­ 
cepted in principle by Great Britain 
aud Japan. France and Ital) were 
passed over with the simple declara­ 
tion that In view of 
the 
present 
strength ot the French and Italian i 
navies, the United States 
did 
not 
consider it necessary to discuss at 
the present stage of the conference 
proceedings tonnage allowances of 
these tvko nations. It was made very 
clear by Mr. Hughes, however, that 
this was a matter to be taken up 
for later consideration. 
No proposal even of a tentative* 
character, toward a decision in this 
matter in the immediate future has 
come before the conference or its I 
committee on armaments as yet. Nor, 
as far as could be 
learned 
here, 
has the m atter been taken up for 
preliminary consideration bv the sub­ 
committee of technical naval experts! 
which, with Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Roosevelt pn siding, has 
been busily at work during the last 
two days considering questions of 
an expert character in connection 
with the naval limitation plan.

Pontotoc county farmers are rap­ 
idly 
taking 
up dairying and 
the 
output will soon be limited only by 
the ability of the farmers to secure 
cows or their means of caring for 
them. Such is indicated by reports 
secured 
from 
County 
Agent 
Hill 
and 
other sources. 
Dealers report 
numerous sales of cream separators 
aud with cream stations already in 
operation at Roff, Francis, 
Allen 
and Stonewall and one to be estab­ 
lished at Ada every facility will be 
afforded to handle cream. Mr. Hill 
states that even where separators 
are not iu use farmers are 
giving 
attention to the production of but­ 
ter. 
One of he men to start into the 
wairy business lately is J. B. Gray, 
who lives three or four miles west 
Of Lula, lie recently bought a num­ 
ber of cows and at the dairy dem­ 
onstration at Stonewall Monday he 
stated th a t he is selling from $15 
to $20 worth of cream every week 
and is well satisfied with the re­ 
sults so far. Pastures 
have 
bei n 
very good this year and stalk fields 
were made available early so it has 
cost but little to produce cream. In 
view of the fact that there is a 
great deal of feed in the country 
that cannot be sold to advantage 
it will be an easy matter to carry 
the cows through the winter, and 
at the same time g**t fair returns 
on the feed now stored away. 
At every meeting held 
in 
the 
county 
great 
interest 
has 
been 
manifested and the many samples 
of milk submitted 
have 
demon­ 
strated that the quality of milk pro­ 
duced here is above the average. In 
fact, Mr. Clymer states that of the 
4 2 counties in Oklahoma where he 
ha’s held meetings Pontotoc holds 
the record in butterfat average. The 
average is slightly above five per 
cent and this includes all grades of 
cows from common ones to regis­ 
tered stuff. Mr. W att, field man for 
Swift A- Co., states that 
he 
has 
found more interest here than any 
other county 
In* 
has visited 
he is very optimistic over the 
look. 
Hog raising is closely allied to 
milk production aud with the in­ 
creased volume of milk this lim* 
will certainly receve an impetus and 
a long step taken In the direction 
of diversified fanning. 
Of course all years will not be as 
favorable as this has been in the 
way of crops, but with a moderate 
acreage of pasture and some atten­ 
tion to forage and feed crops dairy­ 
ing should be a safe side line in 
connection with Other crops. There 
is never a tim** when sorghum and 
similar crops will be a total fail­ 
ure and in western Texas it is no 
uncommon 
thing 
for sorghum 
to 
b** th** sole dependence for the win­ 
ter. Of cours*- that would he an ex­ 
treme case here, hut this is a nev­ 
er failing possibility of keeping a 
cow from starvation at 
the 
very 
least. In this country I have never 
seen a time when other things have 
not made something, a complete fail­ 
ure 
never 
having 
been 
observed 
here during my residence of iffteen 
years.
